The average normal volume of 1,000 incoming carloads ver month was considerably 
surpassed in August 1952, primarily because of the notor vehicle exchange 
program which started in mid-lebruary. From the beginning of the exchance program 
until 31 August, 9,643 motor vehicles arrived from, and about 7,200 old motor 
vehicles were sent back to the U.S.S.R. The number of incoming vehicles in 
August 1952 amounted to 1,345. In August, the VP received a consicerably 
increased amount of equipment fron the U.S eSesy namely 253 tanks, mostly 
T34s, 520 artillery pieces of all caliber, and 100 prime novors. The 475 
carloads of incoming ammunition in August, is a slight inerease as corpared 

to the period from 1 May to 31 July. The volume of 46 incoming fuel shipments 
was low, The cars presumably contained special zasoline or byproducts. 

The first shipment of uiG-15s after an interval of two months revortedly arrived 
on 29 Aucust. 
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
